A Patriotic Key-Note Speech at Easton, 
Missouri. 
From the St. Joseph Gazette. | 


Our space will 2 us to give entire 
to-day the speech of Gov. Brown made yester- 
day at Kaston, but avery full report is given 
of his remarks in regard to his own Senatorial 
canvass. This will be read with interest not 
only here, where its appropriateness must be 
conceded, but throughout the State at large, 
where it will find many a warm greeting 
amongst those who were restored to their 
richts of citizenship largely through his labor 
and courage. Gov. Brown, referring tothe 
canvass for the Senate, stated that his friend 
who had introduced him tothe audience had 
referred so pointedly to his position in that 
bebalf, that it would be affectation to pass it 
by in silence. With your permission there- 
fore, said the speaker, 1 wili say afew words 
personal to myself. 

For a long time I have been in receipt of 
many communications from leading Demo- 
crats in all parts of the State calling upon 
metosubmit my name to the approaching 
Legiela ture as a candidate for the position of 
United States Semator. Many of them were 
from Union Democrats who had stood along- 
side in defending the old flag and in striving 
to holdtogether the common country, and 
whose friendsbip still projecting itself into 
the future, believed that I could be of service 
to the State in'the new eru of peace and good 
will which bad come about. It was believed 
by them that my relations with the incoming 
administration of General Hancock would as 
a Senator be more intimate than could be 
those of the gentleman now holding that place, 
and that consequently much good could be 
done both to the State and the party there- 
from. 

It was in nospiritof mere Union parbisan- 
ship that these letters were addressed to me, 
but ratber as deprecating such distinctions 


and predicating their choice on grounds only 


too complimentary to myself. But there 
were also other communications, more 
numerous even and united in expression, 
coming from those who bad been under poli- 
tical disabilities after the war, who had been 
restored to citizenship, largely as they were 
pleased to attribute it, by the result of my 
canvass for Governor in 1870, that they felt in- 
cumbent on them a debt of gratitude for that 
service and wanted to repay it by returning 
me to the Senate and to the sphere of national 
politics. Now, my Democratic friends, I trust 
i do not put forward any arrogant claim, and 
you cap correct me if I do, when ISay 
that to that great work of the 
EMANCIPATION OF THE WHITE MEN 

of this State—the Democrats of this State— 
some of the bardest work and most intense 
hours of my life were given, and thatthe 
result was to bring into existence as a voting 
yower the large Democratic majority you pow 
boia in Missouri. And if you feel, my feillow- 
eitizens—you who in your own persons real- 
ize that very restoration to civil rights—that 
Lam entitled to this revurn at your hands, if 
you feel that for high public duty thus un- 
flinchingly performed in the past, it is right 
that you should intrust me with your conti- 
dence and approbation in the present, if you 
feel that it is not true that political favor 
soon passes into oblivion, nor is it true that 
political yrutitude is a thing of the iniagina- 
Won, then] skall be proud to receive suca 
consideration at the hands of the seventy 
thousand Democrats of this State—once alien 
to its franchise—who new stand clothed in 
all the pauoply of citizen rights.“ 

Recurring to that conflict of 1870, I am re- 
minded thatit was herein this very county 
of Buchanen, under tbe frown of the Fed- 
eral administration, that the gauge of battle 
was thrown down, which resulted so 
gioriously. And who of all the Democrats 
whoknewthat dismal era in our polilics 
does not remember it to this day as a very 
parody on Republican government. The ne- 
groes were free, only the whites were slaves, 
and it was the fell purpose to keep them so 
indefiniteiy.

It seems to me 
that Missouri is ina position toinvite to her 
borders the choicest immigration of all the 
older States if only her leaders in Congress 
will devote their time somewhat more c.uosely 
to industrial politics and great Western inter- 
ests. Central in position, with a preponder- 
ating public thoucht that should have great 
influence in National Democratic councils, if 
that party shail attain to power, she is likely 


tw become under the next census 
the urbiter of the domestic policy 
of the valley of the Mississippi. Representa- 


tive of the great rivers of the continent, she 
needs only to willitand the appropriations 
will be made, and the genius caltedortu that 
t hal! make them free and safe highways for 
all the grain of the Northwest to the Gulf. 
Your lands then will be trebled in value, for 
ibe short transit to a water-way will take 
the placefof the long haul by rail to the ocean, 
and you will reap the benetit of this decreased 
cost of transportation. Population will then 
seek as eagerly to be within reach of your views 
as it now hastens to settle on the prairies of 
the far West.

THE LAND OF PEACHES. 


How the Delicious Fruit Finds Its Way 
to Market. 


[From the Philadelphia Times.! 


The lively season with peach growers is now 
thoroughly under way, altnough the height 
that will be reached by the trade will not be 
| before about the fifteenth of this month. Un- 

til that time there will be a constant increase 
inthe supply and the following week will 
bring a glutin the market unless there 1s an 
increase in the demand. The season this year 
is about two weeks earlier than last and the 
crop about one-third larger. Those sections 
onthe Peninsula where the most peaches 
were grown last year have scarcely any this 
season. Along the line of the Delaware 
Ruilroad, from Chrisfield to Clayton,’’ said an 
extensive peach merchant yesterday, ‘there 
will probably not be during the current sea- 
som as many as ten car-loads shipped, while 
last season at some of the sta- 
tions on the route there would be loaded 
from three to five ears in a sine 
gle day. Most of the peaches brought into 
the Philadelphia market this year are grown 
in shipping distance of the Philadelphia, Wil- 
mington and Baltimore Railroad this side of 
Clayton, in Talbot, Cecil and Kent counties, 
Maryland; Kent and also in the lower part of 
Sussex county, Delaware. There are 
brought into this city by the Ericsson line of 
steamers, running from Betterton, about five 
thousad baskets of the fruit per day; by the 
Taggart line, starting from Smyrna, about 
three thousand daily. In addition to this 
there are a number of barge lines which bring 
in daily from four vo five thousand baskets. 
The total number of baskets brought by water 
each day averages at present about twelve 
thousand and the number by rail about fif- 
teen thousand. While the crop this vear is 
much larger in quantity than last, the fruit, 
in comparison, is rather inferior.“ 

A large portion of the extra quantity this 
— is made use of by city dryers, there be- 

ng a much smaller quantity thus prepared ia 
the eountry than usual. Some consider the 
Mountain Rose as one of the best varieties for 
this purpose, on account of its natural dry - 
ness. ‘The Crawford Early, Reeve’s Favorite, 
Mixen and Moore, with a few others less im- 
portant, are the varieties which vow crowd 
the market. The Susquehanna and Beatrice 
are seen in small quantities, and on account of 
their excellent characteristics—large, juicy 
and delightful flavor—when well developed 
gell at fancy prices. There is always a much 
larger demand for the red or white peach 
than the yellow. Excellent peaches may be 
bought for ninety cents per basket, while the 
very best quality bring from one dollar and 
ten to a dollar and seventy-five cents.

A Village Supplied With Gas. 
| Franklin (0.) Cor Cincinnati Gazette. | 

The present sensation of Franklin and 
Vicinity is the gas well—for we have such a 
novelty,and one of no small proportions. 
During the past week the Franklin Paper 
Company, in order to securc a larger supply 
of pure water, have been having a tube 
driven into the earth between their mills and 
ollice. On Wednesday ofthis week, when at 
a depth of sixty-tivo feet, having passed 
through a stratum of hard blue clay, forty- 
eight feet in thickness, they reached one of 
sand and water, two feet in depth, at which 
point sand, water and gas began to be 
forced through the tube. Driving Was con- 
tinued to a depth of seventy-two feet, when 
hard blue clay Was again struck. 
The tube was now drawn up 
to the point where sand and water had 
been reached. A match was applied to the 
escaping gas and the result was a cone of 
flame twelve inches in diameter, five inches 
high. Afterward a pump was applied to the 
tube and an effort made to get water, but so 
great was the pressure thatthe piston was 
forced from the pump and a stream of sand 
and water was thrown toa height of fifteen 
fect. Water continues to be threwnin small 
quantities at intervals, but the stream of gas 
jis continuous. Oonnection bas been made 
with the office by a one and one-quarter inch 
tube baying two burners with valve open ons- 
sixteenth inch. This gives two jets of flame 
clear, somewhat yellowish, intense heat and 
entirely free from soot or smoke. The force 
and volume of the gas stream iacreases stead- 
ily. To-day the company are making connec- 
2 with the gas pipes of their large paper 
mill. 

The gas is doubtless light carburetted hyd - 
rogen. Time will demonstrate whether the 
present novelty is to become a permanent 
utility and add one more feature of interest 
to our already attractive village. The site of 
the wellisthronged by the curious, and in 
these things we are all curious.

I recently noticed in the columns of the Ga- 
zette a referenceto a divorce in which the 
husband, who was plaintiff, was not only de- 
feated in his purpose, but was himself sub- 
jected to all — pene’ which he sought to 
inflict upon his wife. is recalls the famous 
Forrest case, in which the result was pre- 
cisely the same. The great tragedian wished 
to get rid of his wife, and considered an ac- 
tion of this character the most effec- 
tual method. A divorce had 
indeed long been “a consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished,” but in his eager- 
ness Forrest overlooked the weakness of his 
own position. He employed John Van Buren 


under the counsel of judicious friends and 
retuined Charles O’Conor. The latter had 
reached distinction as a commercial lawyer, 
but had never been engaged in that combative 

ractice which always awakens admiration. 
The public had no correct view of his genius 
and attainments, and hence was unprepared 
for the developments which followed. It ne d 
hardly be added that O' Conor surprised the 
entire community by his mastery over all the 
details ofa long and perplexing battle, in 
which he came out a transcendent conqueror. 

The records of American litigation contain 
no divorce case of such intensely interesting 
character as that of Forrest against Forrest. 
John Van Buren made every effort to convict 
the defendant of improper relations with N. 
P. Willis—this being the strongest pointin 
the action—but he failed. All that could be 
proved was social gatherings at the defend- 
ant’s house in waich Willis wasa popular 
guest. The defense then opened its batteries 
and the public was soon discussing in ad- 
miring terms the skill, the legal ability, the 


displayed by O’. onor. Edwin Forrest, the 
once admired tragedian, was stripped of his 
dignity and shown up as a confirmed de- 
bauchee and adulterer. This brief paragraph 
includes all those proceedings which occupied 
the court for amonth, and which awoke the 
intense interest of the American pub- 
lie. Fifty witnesses were intro- 
duced, and a vast extent of perjury was 
apparent. Runners were constantly employ- 
ed to obtain rebutting evidence, and some 
persons left town in order to escape the 
threatened subpoena. Among these was Tom 
Hamblin, who could have unfolded some of 
the dark mysteries of the Bowery, in which 
Forrest figured se shamefully. O“ Conor, 
however, carried his case without calling on 
the veteran manager, and obtained an unex- 
pected verdict for his client. The plaintiff 
was thus placed under the penal conditions 
of a divorced man, and was compelled to pay 
his wife $3,000a year. O' Conor at once be- 
came the most distinguished lawyer of this 
city, and, in addition to his fees, the ladies 
honored him with an elegant service of silver 
as atestimonial. An injured woman was thus 
grandly vindicated, while Forrest, ‘‘hoist 
like an engineer by his own petard,’’ sunk 
in general disgrace. Such are some of the in- 
cidents recalled by the recent case mentioned 
in your columns. 

Speaking of divorce matters it may be men- 
tioned that the Forrest case was not only the 
most noted in poiut of social distinction, but 
wasequally noted for its protracted extent. 
O' Conor began by subjecting the great tra- 
vedian toa writ of ne ereat which prevented 
him from leaving the city. He had proposed 
making atrip to California, but found him- 
self obliged either to remain or give heavy se- 
curity for his reappearance. beucicault is 
at present under a similar writ. He wishes 
to return to London, but theaction for di- 
vorce brought by his wife holds him under 
painful detention. Forrest carried up his 
case to the Courtof Appeals, where I heard 
it urgued eleven years after the first trial. 
O'Connor, however, followed him with una- 
bated tenacity, and the greattragedian was at 
last obliged to acknowiedze himself utterly 
vanquished, having paid costs to the amount 
of $75,000. It is an old saying that one law- 
suit leads to another, and an illustration of 
thisis found in theaction brought amminst 
Forrest by N. I'. Willis for assault and bat- 
tery. Finding himself defeated in his appeal 
to law, Forrest determmed to have nersdnal 
sati:faction. Hence be assaulted Willis with 
& ratan cane, but instead of inflicting dam- 
ages he only conferred a benefit. It was real- 
ly the best stroke of tuck that Willis ever met, 
since the jury gave hima verdict of 52.50. 
At that rate he would not have objected to an 
annual repetition of sucha demonstration of 
wrath. The parties to this legal warfare are 
now, with one exception, all dead. Edward 
Sanford, wnom Willis employed to prosecute 
his case was lostin the Arctic; John Van 
Buren, who served Forrest wit. such ability, 
died abroad. Willis himself occupies a grave 
in Greenwood, while Forrest rests in Phila- 
delphia. Mrs. Forrest is also dead, and 
Charles O’Conor is the sole survivor of that 
legal war which once thrilled society. 

Panama Hats. 
From the Journal of Botany. 

Panama hats are principally manufactured 

in Veraquas and Western Panama. Not all, 
however, known to commerce by that name 
are plaited in the Isthmus; 1 a greater 
proportion being made in anta, Monate 
Christi, and other parts of Ecuador. The 
hats are worn in almost the whole American 
continent, and the West Indies, and would 
probably be equally usedin Europe did not 
their high price (varving from $2 to $150) 
prevent their importation. They are distia- 
guished from ail others by consisting only of 
a single piece, and by their lightness and flex- 
ibility. They may be rolled up and put into 
the pocket without injury. In the rainy sea- 
son they are apt to get black, but by washing 
with soap and water, besmearing them with 
lime juice, or any other acid, and exposing 
them to the sun, their whiteness is easily re- 
stored. So little is known about these hats 
that it may not be out of place to give an ac- 
count of their. manufacture. The ‘‘straw’’ 
(paja), previous to plaiting, has to undergo 
severad processes. The leaves are gathered 
before they unfold, all their ribs and coarser 
veins removed, and the rest, without being 
separated from the base ofthe leaves, is re- 
duced to shreds. After having been exposed 
to the sun for a day, and tied into a knot, the 
straw is immersed in boiling water until it 
becomes white. It is then hung up ina shady 
place, and subsequently bleached for two or 
three days. The straw is now ready for use, 
and in this state sent to differant places, es- 
pecially to Peru, where the Indians manu- 
facture from it those beautiful cigar cases 
which sometimes bring as high as 530 each. 
The plaiting of the hats is very troublesome. 
It commences atthe crown and finishes at 
the brim. The hats are made on a block, 
which is placed upon the knees, and requires 
to be constantly pressed with the breast. 
According to their quality, more or leas time 
is occupied in their completion—the coarser 
ones may be finished in two or three days, 
While the finest may take as many 
months. Thebesttimes for plaiting are the 
morning hours and the rainy season, when 
the airis moist. In the middle of the day and 
in dry, clear weather, the straw is apt to 
break, and this, when the hatis finished, is 
— by knots, and much diminishes the 
value.

Interview with H. T. French in N. Y. World.

This play, much to the 
surprise of wha ye made a big hit, and 
this in the face of its being: totally unlike the 
sort of plays usually performed at the Adel- 
phi. Forbidden Fruit’ was running when I 
left London, buta new drama by Boucicault, 
name not given, but which is probably the 
one he intended to call ‘Inshavogue,’ was un- 
derlined for next week. The Bridal Tour,’ 
by Boueicault, was also, when I left, in re- 
hearsal at the Haymarket, under the manage- 
ment of J. S. Ciarke.* In this play are to ap- 
pear both Harry Beckett and Miss Linda 
Dietz.

Your Highness,’ re- 
plied Mr. Boucicault, ‘that I was of sufficient 
importance for you to have noticed my ab- 
sence.’ ‘Ah!’ said the Prince, ‘but you 
know, you leave such a diflicult gap to fill up 
when you are away.’

A PANTOMIMIST’S FALL. 
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Serious Accident to the Knglish Actor 
George Conquest. 


From the New York Herald, 6th. | 


Mr. George Conquest, who has won a great 
name in England for his very clever work in 
Christmas pantomine, appeared last night at 
Wallack’s Theater in “The Grum Goblin,“ 
supported by his son and daughter, together 
with a company of English and American ac. 
tors, 1 chosen for the piece. “The 
Phantom Flights” were rather disappomting; 
they were well done, but not at all as startiing 
or incomprehensible as had been imagmed. & 
serious accident befell Mr. Conquest in this, 
which might. have been fatal, and which 
alarmed that part of the house which saw it, 
The flights are simply a bound from the stage 
to the flies, done by means of wires and wind. 
lass. Mr. Conquest and son as demons 
bounded into the air and were disappearing 
in the flies when the father was seen to grasp 


at a rope, catch it, sway in the air 
and fall to the ground heavily 
just beyond the wings and 


out of sight of all the audience except those in 
the boxes. The wire sustaining the son in 
his flight seemed to break at the same mo- 
ment, and he fell to the stage in view of the 
audience, but cleverly landed on his feet, 
Some excitement was caused by the occurrence 
but as the play was just concluding the last 
chorus was sung at once and the curtain rung 
down,and most of the audience were unaware 
of the true nature of the accident. A repor- 
ter of the Herald who wasin the audience 
when Mr. Conquest fell went to the stage en- 
trance to make inquiries, when he was met by 
one of the managers and assured that no ac- 
cident had occurred and that Mr. Conquest 
had not fallen and that he was 
not injured, but he declined to allow 
Mr. Conquest to be seen and refused to 
send ina card. Some of the stage hands 
were seen outside, and they said Mr. Con- 
quest had fallen about twenty feet, and that 
he was seriously injured. Dr. Charles 
Phelps, who was sitting in a private box 
when the accident happened, had meanwhile 
reached the sufferer, offered his services and 
sent to his hospital for asurgeon. A stretch- 
er was bastily constructed of a piece of can- 
vas and the wounded man carried tothe 
Ashland House, where the reporter was given 
anarrative of the occurrence. Dr. Phelps 
said it was a serious accident; that one of 
Mr. Conquest’s legs was broken and crushed, 
resulting ina compouad fracture, the bone 
protruded through the flesh, but did not push 
its way through the skin. He was then waiting 
for his surgeon to make further examin- 
ation of, the limb. Mr. George Con- 
quest, Jr.. son of the unfortunate man, said 
they hac nothing to conceal, The accident 
was so serious that his father would not be 
able to perform soon and his place would have 
to be filied by another man. He had been 
performfng for a great many years, but had 
never met with such an accident before. It 
was one of those unaccountable disasters that 
was simply unavoidable and unfortunate. 
There would be no performance this evening, 
but the engagement for the season would be 
filled. On of the company said that there was 
something very mysterious about the accident 
which would have to be investigated. He un- 
derstood froma friend Who saw the rope, 
which was said to have broken, and he de- 
clared that it had been cut cut with a knife; 
that theends were smooth as if severed with a 
sharp mstrument, andthe only reason for it 
was the inhuman fiendishness of some enemy 
or rival, Who maliciously wished to in- 
jure Mr. Conquest and destroy the eilect of 
his performance at the very beginning 
of his csreer in America. His feat was to fly 
through the air fromthe stage into the thes, 
supported by an invisible wire, from which 
he did not separate until he had fairly seized 
a rope at the top of the curtain. The moment 
he*caught this rope a spring let it down far 
enough to allow, the performer to drop in 
safety tothe stage. In this instance he had 
hold of the rope and was onthe point of de- 


scerdirg,when it parted and he fell fifteen or | 


twenty feet tothe floor. Instead of alighting 
on his feet he struck an uneven surface and 
feil in a beap, helpless and crushed. Their 
party wished no concealment and they were 
exceealingly sorry that information had been 
refused and the truth denived at the theater. 

Mr. Conquest was lying in {great pain ona 
cot in his room at one o’clock this morning, 
dressed in bis demon costume, and as the re- 
porter left the surgeon was cutting the clothes 
from his limbs.

A Juror Attempts to Enforce His Views 
by Muscular .««anonstration.

More 
the defendant, testified that Clark first called 
him a d—— f——., then struck him, More, and 
then he felled Clarkto the floor and held 
him there until the arrival of the offi- 
cers, Casey, one of the colored 
jurymen, testified in relation to the fight 
but could not tell which one struck the fret 
blow, that there were several licks between 
the parties. Justice Spies concluded it was 
an affair badly mixed and discharged the de- 
fendant. This ends one side of the case, but 
William Clark, the white juror, bas been ar- 
rested by More for making an assault upon 
him in the jury room.

Ia reply I 
would state that itis my opinion that whena 
license of a pilot or licensed oflicer of a steam 


vessel is suspended for aspecific time, such 


licensed officer is incapacitated from acting 
during the term of the suspension, and I 


would the localinspector to refuse the re- 


newal of a suspended license until after the 
expiration of the term of suspension. 
Though not relevant to your present in- 
quiry, I desire to state that it is my opinion 
that the revocation of a license can only ap- 
ply to the license revoked, and for the unex- 
pired term of such license, and the Inspector 
would not be justified in refusing a new li- 
cense to an applicant at the expiration of the 
time for which such a revoked license was 
issued, except for reasons that would justify 
them in refusing an application for an origin- 
al license, and in case of refusing such license 
they should furnish the rejected party with 
their reasons in writing, asa basis of an ap- 

eal to the Supervising Inspector. 

rom what I have said upon this subject 
vou will see the importance of advismg your 

ocal Inspector of the necessity of careful 
deliberation when deciding upon suspending 


or revoking a license, as a revocation of a li- 
cense having but ashort time to run might in 
many cases be inadequate punishment forthe 
wrong committed by such licensed officer, 
while a suspension may be made for any reu- 
sonable time deemed adequate panishment 
for the offense.

‘The gentleman claims to have 
been the intimate friend and successor of the 
great missionary, Rev. Father De Smet, whose 
work smong the savage Sioux 
ter of history. He had interesting experience 
with Sitting Bull, Spotted Tail and Red 
Cloud, the great chiefs of the Sioux Nation, 
which are possessed of rare interest. He 
went through the struggle that none but 
the Christian pioneer has fénced in 
introducing to them the 1 -of the civil - 
ized word, and on this su t gives a thrill- 
ing account of their cies. including the 
saciifices of beast and man. He closely observ- 

edtbeirmwannersand speaks of their funeral 
and marriage customs and of their various 


strange dances: The curiosities of their 
food will be an interesting  fea- 
ture of the lecture. He talks about 


being regaled upon round pellets of dried 
meat which bad been chewed by the squaws 
and ready to be swallowed without mastica- 
tion, of a sort of cake or cracknell 
made of dried grasshoppers with a taste sug- 
gesting oyster soup, of cricket soup that was 


toothsome, of rattlesnake meat sun- 
- cured, considered a delicacy, and 
of tbe cat and dog meat, which 


be never learned to relish. Father Malo is 
now in charge of the spiritual welfare 
of the Indians with Spotted Tail and 
is much encoureged by the progress of his 
faith among the red men. His will no doubt 
be an interesting lecture.

A Model Reformatory Prison for 
the Gentle Sex. 


. 


How It Has Been Successfally Managed 
by Women. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

Boston, August 2.—When the law was 
passed in 1874 establishing a Massachusetts 
Reformatory Prison for Women, it was con- 
sidered avery wise and just proceeding, 
and work proceeded rapidly toward carrying 
out the new project. But when it was after- 
words proposed that the institution should 
be managed and controlled entirely by wo- 
men, the idea was considered quite inadmis- 
eible, and sarcastic remarks were made by 
various parties, to the effect that women could 
pot be found who would dare fill such posi- 
tions, and face, much less, rule, the harden- 
ed, desperate characters who might be sen- 
tenced to the prison. 

However, all objections were overruled, 
and it was decided that the experiment should 
be tried, and, at the present time, in the year 
of our Lord 1880, it is no longer an experi- 
ment. It ie an established fact that the wo- 
men appointed three years ago have not only 
been faithful but fully competent to discharge 


their duties. 
The prisoners are divided into four divis- 


ions, being promoted from Division 1, the 
lowest grade, to Division 2, 3 and 4, as their 
conduct deserves. Each division is provided 
with its own dining- room, recreation- room, 
sleeping- rooms, ete. The sleeping- rooms of 
Division 1 occupy three tiers, one above the 
other, those in each tier being separated by 


brick walls. The doors of each room are iron- 
grated and furnished with a spring lock. The 
little rooms—they are not dy any means celle— 
are furnished with iron bed-steads, hair mat- 
treeses, chairs, smali mirrors. and 
everything necessary, and present a 
neat, comfortable appearance. The beds are 
all cevered with colored spreads and are 
clean and wholesome. There are no windows 
in these roome,the light comimg from large 
iron-grated windows in the wall opposite. 
Divisions 2, 3 and 4, advance a step higher 
in accommodations as the grade advances; 
Division 4reaches quite a high degree of 
what may well be considered luxury by thefr 
occupants, the bedsteads being covered with 
white spreads. 

Every possible inducementis held out to 
the lower Divisions, in the way of making 
Division 4 attractive and worth working for; 
the blue-checkered dresses worn by the wo- 
men of Division 4 are made somewhat pret- 
tier than those worn by the wo- 
men of the lower Divisions. The latest plan 
devised to make Division 4 an 
enviable state is to add to 
the costume a white oollar and pink 
ribbon bow for the throat. These details are 
very trifling in themselves, andit might seem, 
at first. as if they were of little account to the 
class of women who are sent to the institu- 
tion. But be assured there is not ome wo- 
man there so wholly lost to self-respect as to 
be quite destitute of all the little vanities 
which tradition ascribes to the sex. 

Let me tell youastory whichthe superin- 
tendent, Eudora C. Atkinson, avery charm- 
ing person, related to me while we were sit- 
ting together in the cool, breezy reception 
room. She said that there used to be much 
trouble and expense incurred from the habit 
& great many of the prisoners indulgedin, of 
breaking the glass in the windows. There 
Was at one time,ayoung girl among the 
prisoners, who frequently gave way to the 
Evil temper; she would sometimes become 
frantic, and dash her hands furiously against 
the windows, the iron grating covering which 
just admitted a hand. In these fits of rage 
she would not only make a fearful crash, but 
would badly injure her hand and wrist, and 
even put her arm in danger of being amputa- 
ted. She became solfungovernable,that she was 
finally committed to solitary continment, in 
which place the superintendent, one morning. 
visited ber in order to try to reason with her 
and couvince her that her senseless tits of an- 
ger might be controlled. Mrs. Atkinson taiked 
with the girl fora time, calmly and quietly, 
and told her that after she was released from 
her solitude if she once gave way to her 
temper ske would have to submit 
to having ber hair cut off; notso as to look 
pretty, but clipped close to the scalp. The 

irl, who possessed luxuriant. wavy auburn 
nd looked aghast as the idea. What!“ she 
exelaimed; cut my hair off!“ „es,“ was 
the answer; “although it would give me much 
pain to be obliged to resort to such a course, 
still, if you continue to have your tantrums, I 
shall be firm and have your beautiful hair clip- 
ped close to your head.’’ After her release, 
the ee the matron in charge over 
the division she occupied with her obedient 
and tractabie behavior. Only once or twiee 
did she show any signs of the possession of an 
evil temper, and then she thought of the pun- 
ashment in store for her and controlled her- 


self, This same girl 1 came to gov- 
erning herself so wel that. when 
she had served ber sentence, she 
Went out to occupy a respectable 


position in the world. Seeing that the “hair 
argument“ had so good an effect in this case, 
the superintendent determined to make it a 
rule that whoever should wilfully breaka 
window should be punished by having her hair 
cut off. This new rule she publicly announced 
to the prisoners when they were assembled in

Especially is this the case in the 
school-room, where the principal teacher, Lu- 
cinda E. Dodge, whose services are invalua- 
ble, hasbeen assisted during the past two 
years by a young girl, now nineteen years of 
age, whose patience and sweet manners have 
endeared her to all. Every prisoner, 


old and young, spends an hour each
